The article quoted 
Subject as stating, “ADAM is a political prostitute and we're 
going to get rid of him. He isn't militant enough and rep- 
resents only the black middle class, not the masses." 


The article further described the BPP as having 
been organized for self defense and that its members travel 
armed. According to the article, CLEAVER stated the organi~ 
zation camnot be described as one promoting violence. : 
"We have no moral qualms about people initiating violence 
against the pigs", CLEAVER said, “but anything the Panthers 
Go right now will be in self defense.” 


On August 2, 1968, a meeting sponsored by the Bliack 
Student Union (BSU) of the University of Southern California 
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was held on the campus. Among the speakers was ELDRIDGE 
CLEAVER, Minister of Information of the BPP , and Senior 
Editor of "Ramparts" magazine. 





CLEAVER spoke of restrictions imposed upon him by 
his parole agent, indicating that the parole agent had 
requested him to furnish copies of any speeches and to clear 
any proposed trips. During his speech in quoting PATRICK 
HENRY's famous statement, "Give me iiberty or give me death", 
CLEAVER stated, “Give me liberty or I'm going to pick up a 
gun" and "either we have our security or nobody will because 
we will tear up America."

The Subject attended a BPP rally at De Fremery 
Park in Oakland, California on August 25, 1968. He spoke 
to the crowd of approximately 2,000 people and introduced 
STCKELY CARMICHAEL who also spoke at the rally.

STOKELY CARMICHAEL was introduced 
as Prime Minister of the BPP.

The Subject was the principal speaker at a benefit ~

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City on October 12, 1968. The Subject's speech consisted 

of four letter epithets and in closing, he admonished ali 
black people who wish alternatives to the present conditions 
to join the BPP, °

| A raliy entering the Subject as principal speaker 
was held on October 13, 1968 at Intermediate School in 
Brooklyn, New York. The Subject devoted a substantial 
portion of his speech to school dispute invélving the 

United Federation of Teachers, the City Board of Education 
and the Ocean-Hill-Brownsville School District. In his 
speech he stated that ALBERT SHANKER, President of the United 
Federation of Teachers, should be kept out of the Ocean Hill- 
Brownsville School District by any means necessary. He 
further stated that if the black community did not cross the 
SHANKER picket line and take control of the school, a black 
army would spring up and shoot their way into the school. 

He said he did not suggest that the Negroes take vigilante 
action action by going into the white neighborhoods and 
shooting indiscriminately. He said that he meant that 
cohesive forces of the black man and his community should 

be channeled to protect young Negro boys and girls from abuse 
by white cops. On the question of whether or not the BPP 

had guns, the Subject stated affirmatively that they do have 
guns and he would like very much to get his hands on a 
hydrogen bomb and in that way he would be sure to get a fair 


share of everything due him. Subject said he would receive 


any gun that anyone wishes to give him and that he is 
getting ready for a showdown. |

The Subject was the major.speaker at a BPP sponsored 
barbeque and rally held at South Park in Los Angeles, Calif- _ 
ornia on November 3, 1968. In his speech CLEAVER sppke out 
strongly against all presidential candidates. His remarks 
were filled with many obscenities and foul references. [In 
his vilifying remarks, he also attacked a senatorial 
candidate running for office in California, the police and

The BPP held a national retreat during November 16, 
17 and 18, 1968 for BPP leaders throughout the United States. 
BOBBY SEALE, Chairman of the BPP, and ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, 
Minister of Information, both spoke at an initial conference 
on November 16, 1968. In his remarks, CLEAVER spoke of | 
raising money to support the black neighborhoods which would 
in turn aid members of the BPP in times of need... He also 
stated that money raised would be used to buy guns and ammun- 
ition. He also spoke of obtaining signatures for petitions 
to aid him in his current problems in court.

A film entitled, "The Black Panthers" was prepared 
by San Francisco Newsreel at the request of the BPP. A 
portion of this film concerns the Subject and remarks made 
by him. Subject's statement contained in the film is as — 


follows: 


“when we first started (BPP) we had a police 
and led (phonetic) patrol and we would patrol the community. 
If we saw the police brutalize anyone we put an end to this. 
Usually the police didn't brutalize anyone if we were on hand 
because we are armed and if the police arrested the original 
we were following to the jail and bailed this individual out, 
Whether he has a past or not. We would gain many recruits 
like this so, therefore, the community started to say these 
people are really concerned about our welfare... The 
focus of all our activity, HUEY P, NEWTON and the need and 
the demand that he be set free. Because we feel that this is the 
only way that HUEY could really be taken out of the hands of 
those who are relentlessly trying to kill him, you see, It's 
for the people to become aware of what this thing is all 
about. This is why I like this idea, this idea of our film . 
because people will get to know about them. They can see 
things you know. If the people have to stand up and demand 
they have to understand that they have a right, they have a 
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right to demand that these judicial procedures be carried 
out in the right mannese

IV. APPEARANCES IN CONNECTION 
WITH THE PEACE AND FREEDOM 
PARTY PRESIDENTIAL 
CANDIDACY . 


The Peace and Freedom Party (PFP) was 
a legally constituted political party in Cal- 
-ifornia and New York among other States during 
the 1968 election year. 


The New York Peace and Freedom Party held a pre- 
petition drive conference and nominating convention at the 
Hotel Diplomat in New York City on June 20 and June 21, 1968. 
There were approximately 188 delegates present. This con- 
vention nominated ELDRIDGE CLEAVER for president on 125 votes 
cast for him. The platform adopted at this same convention 
reads in pare as follows: 


: "The Peace and Freedom Party repudiates American 
imperialism and calls for immediate, unconditional withdrawal 
of American troops and military bases from Vietnam by land 

and all other foreign nations ... The immediate cessation 

of economic and military aid to America's reactionary ‘allies’ 
- Anand to the Selective Service System which forces our 

youth to carry out American military intervention abroad ... An 
end to occupation of ghettos by police forces carrying out, 

the oppressive mandates of the power structure ... The . 
immediate freeing of all black: an# Spanish speaking political 
prisoners and an end to harrazsmetit af such leaders as 

ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, HUEY NEWTON « RAD oe and the Mexican-Americans 
in Los Angeles.

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RAP BROWN is former chairman of 
the Student NonViolent Coordinating 
Committee {(SNCC). 


Subject delivered a speech in connection with his 
candidacy for president of the United States at the Buchanan 
YMCA in San Francisco, California on July 21, 1968. fin 
his speech he called for dismantling the “war machine" with- 
drawing U.S. troops from countries throughout the world, 
rent control and gun control for police, among other things.

7/22/68 


SF T-17 also confirmed Subject‘'s appearance at the 
PFP sponsored meeting at the Buchanan YMCA on July 21, 1969, 
and added that CLEAVER in his speech stated that he did not 
know what he would do with FBI Director, J. EDGAR HOOVER, 
because the jail was too ged forhim and many others in Wash- 
ington. Subject also stated that if he was to become presi- 
dant he would let out all prisoners from the jails and blow 
up all the jaiis in the country. He stated that if he were 
elected president, he would make this a new country by freeing 
black people and that he would stop the war in Vietnam and 
let the people of Vietnam decide for themselves the way they 
want to live. | 


The Subject spoke at a campaign rally sponsored by 
the PFP at California Hall in San Francisco, California on 
July 25, 1968. His speech dealt with changes he would make 
if he were successful in running for the office of president. 
He stated that he would change the police system and the white 
power structure to free all black prisoners, blow up jails 
and correctional institutions and give the South Vietnamese 
people the power of self-determmnination. He stated that he 
would also seek a non-governing organization status from 
the United Nations, which status he said is granted to non- 
governing organizations in colonialized countries.

On July 27, 1968, the Subject appeared as a speaker 
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at Centrai Technical High School in Syracuse, New York, as 
PFP presidential candidate. He called for a widening 

of the coalition between the BPP and the PFP. He denounced police ir 
vehement and obscene language. The majority of his speech 

Was directed to efforts of the BPP and its supporters to 

achieve the release of HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense 

cf the BPP, : |

7/27/68 


The Subject appeared and spoke at San Diego 
State College in San Diego, California on July 29, 1968 in 
connection with his candidacy for president. He spoke on 
how the black community must arm itself and predicted a 
war between the black and whites in the U.S. He continually 
referred to the white power structure as pigs and to anyone 
having command or authority over Negroes as being pigs in- 
cluding police officers, city administrators, and the average 
white man on the streets. He stated that he feels the PFrP 
and Students for a Democratic Society {SDS} are friends in 
their common movement. In a queStion and answer session 
following his speech, the Subject stated that HUEY P. NEWTON, 
Minister of Defense of the BPP, must be freed from jail. 
In answer to a question from the audience, "by any means 
possible?", Subject answered, "yes", and at this time he 
reiterated that in the event that NEWTON is sentenced to die, 
he would be removed from jail by force.

A characterization of SDS is contained 
in the appendix. 


The Subject appeared for an interview with Station 
KFMB, Channel 8 TV with HOWARD KEEN, and this interview 
taped on or about July 29, 1968, is in part as follows: 


Mr. KEEN: Do you have any faith in the American “ 
trial system? 


CLEAVER: No I don't have any faith in the American 
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trial system as constituted. Smme of the principles 

of the jury system of this country I could accept as 

being valid, but we have to deal with racism involved in 
the whole judicial process so that it eos a littie 

more complicated, | : 


Mr. KEEN: What are the Black Panthers advocating 
in that connection? (establishing a plebiscite). 


CLEAVER: The Black Panther Party advocates a 
UN supervised plebiscite. We feei that it would be our 
responsibility to create conditions where such a plebiscite 
could be heid. For that reason we went to the UN recently 
and discussed this problem among others with friendly 
members of the UN. One of the other very important things 
that we want to have UN observer. teams stationed throughout 
the large cities and some of the rurai areas of this country 
to observe the aggression of the racist police departments 
against the black communities. Because we feel that the 
Situation in this country constitutes a threat to world 
peace, Because it’s very likely that a civil war or a race 
war could develop in this country and I feel that we are on 
the brink of that and it seems to me that the power 
structure wants that because they are certainly doing every- 
thing to provoke it. 


Mr. KEEN: What do Black Panthers stand for in 
that connection? (advising their people to get guns and 
advocating a violent revolution). 


CLEAVER: Well we certainly do advocate seif 
defense for black people. We urge every black family to 
have in his house. guns and we tell them the most effective 
type of guns, both guns, rifles, pistols of particular 
caliber that they can use to defend themselves and also to 
arm the black community because we feel that the racist power 
structure is going to continue to keep this occupying 
army of police in the community to continue to assault the 
community and bully the black community and that the only 
way that we're going to be able to deal with the situation 
is to arm the black community to such an extent that the 
difference between 20 million unarmed black people and 20 
million armed black people could be used to force the power 
structure to grant black people their desires and needs or 
we'll be able to face. the political consequences.

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The Subject appeared and spoke at a political 
rally for him at the University of Southern California in 
Los Angeles on August 2, 1968. During his speech Subject 
stated that peiple were nosing around the BPP headquarters 
on Central Street and that if it did not stop there would be 
blood on Central Street. -He also stated that he did not 
advocate vicilerce but that if HUEY P. NEWTON was not freed, 
the Black Panthers would get their guns. He stated that 
this was not advocating viclence but only protecting NEWTON. 
The foregoing are the only violent statements noted to have 

been made by Subject during his talk.

An article appeared in the August 5, 1968 issue 
of the "San Francisco Chronicle", daily newspaper, captioned, 
"Peace - Freedom Convention Vote", and reads in part as 
follows: | | 


"ELDRIDGE CLEAVER won the state Peace and Freedom 
Party's national convention delegation Saturday in balloting 
for the presidential nomination. | 


"CLEAVER won 44 or 6168 % of the State delegation's 
7i members. This balloting occurred jointly in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, | 


“CLEAVER said he wanted to see a Peace and Freedom 
Farty and a Black Panther convention. *I think the 
salvation of this country. depends on everyone coming out of 
their bags and building a union that can successfully _ 
cope with the power structure’, he said." : 


On August 5, 1968, SF T-21 confirmed CLEAVER‘s 
winning the PFP nomination for president on August 3, 1968 
in the balloting that took place in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, California. 


The “News Advertiser”, a suburban newspaper of 
local circulation in the Los Angeles area, dated August 8, 
1968, reported that approximately 1500 persons attended an 
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open convention of the BPP at Elysian Park in Los Angeles, 
California on August 3, 1968. Each person in attendance 

was allowed to vote his choice for presidential candidate 

for the BPP. LEROY ELDRIDGE CLEAVER and DICK GREGORY, a 
nationally known Negro comedian active in the civil rights 
movement, made speeches at the raliy. The voting took place 
after the speeches and CLEAVER received 626 votes to GREGORY's . 
496, 





The “Open City" newspaper, an avante-garde news- 
paper with general circulation in the Los Angeles area, 
dated August 9, 1968, reported excerpts of the speech 
delivered by CLEAVER at the PPP rally on August 3, 1968. 
This article reflected that CLEAVER's speech consisted of 

attacs‘son the establishment. He also attacked President 
JOHNSON, Secretary of State DEAN RUSH, the PBI, the CIA, 
Governor RONALD REAGAN, Los Angeles Mayor SAM YORTY and 
Los Angeles Chief of Police, THOMAS REDDIN. The article 
further reflected that CLEAVER made references to the 
MAO Tse-tung style of revolution and giving of guns to 
people so they can determine their own destiny. The article 
further reflected that the Subject gave a warning to the 
local police agencies to stay away from the BPP headquarters 
on Central Avenue in Los Angeles or there would be blood 
on Central Avenue. He stated that the blacks had to decide 
between being victims of violence or taking their freedom 
by violence. He stated that blacks had toe take their 
freedom and there was no middle ground. . 


On August 17, 1968, the PFP held its national 
convention in Ann Arbor, Michigan at the University of Michi- 
gan. Approximately 350 people from 21 states attended. 
CLEAVER was nominated the PFP presidential candidate and 
he spoke at the opening session of the convention. He 
called for the PFP to establish a new politics, that they | 
must take power and in order to do that they must have. 
political machinery. He stated the senate was not enough. 


SF T-22 
8/20 /68 


The Subject appeared at a PFP political rally 
in Omaha, Nebraska on August 24, 1968 where he delivered a 
speech. The speech was recorded and a copy was provided 
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by Sgt.[-_] of the Omaha Police Department, Omaha, 
Nebraska. The following are excerpts from Subject's 
speech: 


"It's (racist pig power} not going to be asaie 
with at the ballot box; it isn't going to be dealt with over 
cocktails; it isn*t going to be dealt with in any way 
except sock it to the pigs the same way they socked it to 
us... So, pigs ... we're going to give you what the law 
prescribes, we're going to give you what the law of human 
rights prescribes. For the murder of people you'll receive 
death. Death inflicted upon you by the people ,.. They 
asked us if we receive money from MAO Tse-tung. Send it 
brother MAO because we need it. Send us money, send us some 
guns and if you can arrange it, send us one of those hydrogen 
bombs because these pigs have hydrogen bombs over here and 
we want to be in a position that if they push their's, 
we're going to push ours ... You are not going to win pigs 
because the only victory that you're going to get out of 
us today is a (unintelligible) victory, because we are 
going to fight back and we will detonate this country, we 
will gut your industrial cities and we will create conditions 
so that enemies can walk in here and pick the gold out of 
your teeth. We have said that the sky is the limit. If 
they don't free HUEY P. NEWTON and some people say that's 
rhetoric, but I'm telling you that it isn't rhetoric and 
to say, ‘well, what's going to happen‘ -- there's going to 
be war. There’s going to be war over HUEY P. NEWTON if he. 
is not set free because for HUEY NEWTON this is just as 
extremely important as it is fundamentally important to the 
black people at this time. HUEY NEWTON represents the 
yignt to séif defense. We say that every man has the rignt 
to defend himself when he is attacked even if it's a racist 
pig cop who's out to take his life." 


The Subject spoke at Pauley Pavilion at the Univ- 
ersity of California at Los Angeles campus on October 4, 
1968. His speech was basically anti~establishment and was 
interspersed throughout with obscenities. During his 
speech he led a chant of obscene remarks in reference to 
Governor RONALD REAGAN.

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On the evening of Friday, October 4, 1968, the 
“Subject was a guest speaker at the University of California . 
at: San Diego, La Jolla, California. In reference to a 
revolution, Subject stated, "it’s coming, just as sure 

as you're here. Because it has to come, because the 
capitalistic system can no longer function for the needs 

of the people of this country on an equitable basis. It 
cannot serve the needs of the people. It cannot move. 
Their system cannot move. The wheels cannot turn unless 
some avaricious businessman can see -az profit in his 
column at the end of a fiscal period so that they are gogrng 
to have to be ex-appropriated." Subject further stated, 
“see where all your graduating friends go. Those who 

go into the CIA get pictures of them and send them to the 
closest people. Send them around because the next battle- 
field after Vietnam is right here in Babylon ... We 

didn't plan it. It just happended that way ... The crying 
need of America today is for KARL MARX. KARL MARX to be 
taken out of mothbalis and looked at and read. You don't 
have to be afraid of KARL MARX. He was a smart wildcat. 

He was very smart ... We're going to have to start talking 
about our yankee doodle dandy friends of some socialism for 
America. We are not talking about importing the Russian 
imperialists or making the American people into a carbon 
copy of the Chinese. That would be impossible as racist 

as this country is, but we're talking about taking the 
problems that turn this country into treachery and seeing 
what applicability the universal principles of socialism 
might have to a specific situation.,!!

10/5/68 


ELDRIDGE CLEAVER spoke at Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute, Troy, New York, on the evening of October 10, 
1968. His appearance was a result of a letter written by 
the Inter-Fraternity Council to all presidential candidates 
requesting they speak on the campus. The Subject began 
speaking with obscene greetings to "pigs of the power 
structure", and gave a special greeting to his parole officer 
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whom he said required him to give his itinerary in advance 
so the “slow dull pigs" in the local area could monitor 

his speech and send back the results so the parole officer 
couid hear for himself what he had to say. The Subject 
described presidential candidates WALLACE, NIXON and HUMPHREY 
as "pigs" and stated one was just as bad as the other. 
"One can get you killed just as bad as the other and that's 
all they have to offer to the people of the world, to the 
people of this country which means that we have a problem.” 
He stated that he believed that a vote for any one cof these 
candidates would be a crime against humanity. He stated 
that the “avenues of regress have been closed. The pigs 

of the power structure have unsurped the political machinery 
ef this country. If you don't believe this ask those 

Me Carthyltes who went to Chicago and got all the fat wiped 
off their heads trying to support Senator MC CARTHY and 
trying to exercise their constitutional riijhts to dissent. 
Ask them if the political channels are still open ... 

Some simple reporter asked me out here a while ago if I 
would fight for this country. I know that was a simple 
question but he was a reporter, you see, and he asked me 
would you fight for any other country. I said yes. f= .- 
said which one? I started to say China and then I thought 
of Vietnam, brother HO Chi-minh, and then I thought of Cuba, 
then I just thought about the whole third worid and so 

I told him that I would fight for any country struggling 

to free itself from imperialism, from colonialism, from the 
exploitation of this racist, decadent, capitalistic system. 
Yes, I would fight for them.”

10/11/68 


The Subject was a featured speaker at Loeb Student 
Center, New York University, Washington Square, New York 
City, on the evening of Friday, October 11, 1968. He 
addressed the audience in a speech replete with obscenities. 
He characterized NIXON, HUMPHREY and WALLACE as racist and 
supporters of the killing of Vietnamese people. He stated 
that he knew he would not win the presidential election, . 
and that that was lucky for a lot of people because if he 
Gid win, it wouid be wise for them to stop him from taking 
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office because “should I do so, it would be up against 
the wall for a lot of pigs." He said the United States 
Government was "a government of pigs by the pigs and for 
the pigs." He stated that the real white people needed 
white power to throw these pigs out of the government. 
He said that all white brothers: and sisters should come 
together with the black, red and yellow brothers and 
Sisters and take over the government with ballots if 
possible, and if it could not be done with aa then 
there were DELISES'.

The Subject was a featured speaker at a rally 
sponsored by the PFP held at Manhattan Center in New York 
City on October 17, 1968. The Subject used obscenities 
throughout his speech, criticized the white power structure 
in the U.S., and characterized all major presidential can- 
Gidates as pigs. He sharpely criticized President JOHNSON's 
Vietnam policy and urged all those present to send letters 
to FIDEL CASTRO and HO Chi-minh to enlist their aid in 
ending the war. | 


SF T-24 
10/18/68 


The Subject spoke at American University in Wash- 
ington, D.C. on October 8, 1968. His appearance was spon- 
sored by the “University and Revolution” Council at 
American University under the direction of the School of 
International Service. He started his speech by saying, 

"I want to say that I'm very glad to be here, particularly 
because this is the capital of the United States of America, 
the pig pen of Babylon. I would like to come here in a 
Sherman tank. This is the place where mass murder is plotted 
against the people for simple-minded (obscene) like LYNDON 
BAINES JOHNSON, HUBERT H. HUMPHREY, RICHARD NIXON, and all 
those other political freaks inact their plots against the 
people. " 


Following are other Quotes extracted from a 
iaucinahadee sha of his speech: 
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"You wont find that but you find instances 

where we defend ourselves against these pigs who come 
into our community like an occupying army who are there 
to protect the interest of these businessman, there 
to keep black people suppressed and contained. Yeah, we 
repudiate them, we want them out of our community and 
we're going to get them out if we have to drive them out 
with guns because they're there with guns. Black people 
have lived under the gun every minute that they have 
been here and we want an end to that and the only way 
we see to bring them into that is to get their guns out 
of our community and we think we have a right to do that ... 
You realize that we have mad men with their fingers on 
buttons that could destroy the world if they're pushed, 
and I don't know any reason for believing that a fool like. 
JOHNSON or. NIXON or WALLACE will not take that step thinking 
that they are slick-thinking that they will get away. I 
believe that the situation is too dangerous and the only 

hope of this country, the oniy hope of this world, is 
for the people to get together and change this system as 
they have a right to do.” i | 


SF T-25 
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Subject spoke at Howard University in Washington, 
6.C. on OctoBer 18, 1968. This speech was sponsored by the 
Project Awareness Committee, the university recoqnized 
student discussion program at Howard. The following are 
excerpts from the speech Gelivered by him: 


"You got self rule here, huh? Yeah. Self rule 
administered indirectly to some boetlickers and racist pigs 
and congress to preside over a committee that controls your 
lives, controls everything here. Well, they do that every~ 
where. That ain't no big thing here because just as in 
Washington, we have the same problem everywhere. But what 
they don't Know is that we're qualified to deal with it, 
we have the will, we have the soul, and we know what we 
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need to deal with that. We need guns and force ‘and organized 
guns and force. We are not afraid to use our guns. We 
brag about them in public because we got them. We have 
used them before and we'll use them again. What we've got 
to do here is to get yours together and talk about how many 
niggers got killed here in Washington, D.C. How many 

white racist pig cops have you lost? .. . Talk about a 
Boston Tea Party, we're going to have the Sierra Maestra 
right here in the streets of Babylon. That's what we're 
going to have to have ... We need some socialism in this 
country and the @apitalistic system needs to be destroyed. 
It needs to be destroyed. It has to be destroyed because 
it doesn't serve the needs of all the white people of this | 
country. Capitalism has never served the needs of the 
majority of the people here in this country. |

sored at Berkeley, California Community Center by the BPP. 

He claimed to be 
stoned and asked for and received a "joint", which he lighted. 
while on stage. . He asserted that rather than going back 
to prison as he had been ordered to do on November 27, he 
would take refuge in the black community and surround himself 
with guns in .order to avoid going back to the penitentiary. 
He stated that he would kill or have killed anyone that 
tried to extract him from the black community. In his 
remarks, he stated that he would kili San Francisco Mayor 
SOSEPH ALIOTO. (A “joint” is a widely accepted word used 
for a marijuana cigarette).

Xerox Corporation Henrietta, New York 
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Plant, advised that LEROY ELDRIDGE CLEAVER and[ 
addressed approximately 200 members of 
the Earn and Learn Proggam of the Xerox_Corporation at 
the Henrietta Plant on July 26, 1963. described 
tre Earn and Léarn Program as a Xerox sponsored program 


designed to assist wnderprivileged children who are potential 


school drop-outs in Rochester, New York. The group is 
comprised of approximately 200 youths, age 16 to 18, both 
male and female, about 20 of whom are white. According to 
the program was desiqned to give these youths a 
. Clear understanding of the advantages which would be avail- 
able to them if they would continue their education by 
remaining in high school and in some cases, going on to 
college. [__]further advised that the Subject's remarks 
to this group were definitely not in line with the overall 
intended purpose of the program as designed by Xerox. 


On July 27, 1968, SFP T-17 provided a copy of a 
tape recording of the speech delivered by the Subject before 
members of the Earn and Learn Program at Xerox Corporation 
om July 26, 1968. A transcription of this tape was made 
and reads in part as follows: 


"We all come here the same way (from the womb, 
naked), but we find that at the beginning, we have to deal 
with a whole lot of stuff that we have organized into 
poverty and that these rich white boys have been organized 
into wealth and into power so what we're saying we'd do 
is we're going to break that up; we're going to step outside 
the rules of this game; we're going to mess up your summer 
projects and any other projects that you come up with until 
our people receive some justice and until they receive justice 
there ain‘t going to be no peace and you can lie back and 
scheme and think that you come up with a brand new game 
to play on black people,but you're a fool if you think that, 
you're a liar because we're not going to have it. If 
necessary, we'll come down here to Xerox and burn it down. 
We'il blow Xerox up .«... 


~. Only way the black people of this country are 
going to get what they have to have in order to survive, to 
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live a good life, is by using the only power we have and 
that is the power to disrupt this system, the power to 
destroy it if we don't get it. We _ gonna organize 
black people from this big, raggedy, greasy, beastly | 
(word unintelligible} system; We | gonna to organize 
them; we're gonna make sure that they have guns; we' re 
gonna make sure that they know how to make bombs; we' re 
gonna make sure that they know how to get dynamite; we're 
gonna make sure that they can get anything that's out there 

to take care of business, and we're gonna tell the 
pigs in the power structure, give it up (obscene).”

en, The Foreign Broadcast Information Service on 

August I2, 1968, provided information to the effect that 

the Cuban newspaper, "Ei Mundo" on August 10, 1968, contained 
an interview with the Subject. The text of this interview 

is in part as follows: 


"The U.S. Negro leader ELDRIDGE CLEAVER has 
stated that his country's Negro population has developed 
such a degree of revolutionary awareness that it is now 
ready to confront the oppressors with an armed strike. 
CLEAVER, who is Enformation Minister of the Northern 
American BPP, was interviewed by telephone by the Havana 
paper "El Mundo“ The interview was conducted on the 
eccasion of the 3rd anniversary of the ‘Negro rebellion in 
Watts, California. 


"After reiterating that armed strike is the sole 
path for the U.S. Neqro population, ELDRIDGE CLEAVER said: 
‘Black Panther 1s a revolutionary organization of non- 
Bourgeois Negroes who have the lowest standard of living. 
They have developed their political awareness to such a 
degree that they are now capable of organizing politically 
and buiiding a revolutionary party, a people's party.’ 
Referring to the organization's leader HUEY P. NEWTON, who 
was jailed by the authorities, ELDRIDGE CLEAVER declared 
that NEWTON's life was in danger because he heads the BPP, 
‘Imperialism’, CLEAVER said, 'is so afraid of that man 
that it will not think twice about shedding his blood.'" 
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Serdeant | | East Lansing, Michigan 
Police Department, advised August 19, 1968, that the Subject 
spoke to nearly 109 people Saturday afternoon August 17, 
1968 at the Criecto-Rey Community Center, 1306 Ballard, 
Lansing, Mickivya; in connection with picketing of stores. 
by the Grape Boycott Organizing Committee. The Subject 
in his speech lashed out at the "pigs" and the "electronic 
niggers" produced at Michigan State University. According 
to him, the BPP's platform point 7 of stopping the pigs 
and in eliminating police brutality is top priority with 
him because he. states that with the police around, none 
of the other 9 points can be accomplished. He named 
Michigan State as one of the prime producers of police man- 
power and police technical Knowledge. He accused the 
black students as being "electronic niggers"produced by 
Michigan State to appease the black community. 





A new experimental college at University of Calif- 
ornia, Berkeley is the Center for Barticipant. Education 
(CPE}, which expected to enroli 1500 to 2000 students in 
experimental courses in the fall of 1968. 16 of the courses 
were to be offered for credit. A heated controversy arose 
when public announcement was made by faculty and students 
that the Subject would deliver 10 or 20 scheduled lectures 
entitled, "Dehumanization and Regeneration in the American 
Social Order (Social Analysis 139X)"~ 


On September 20, 1968, the University of Calif- 
ornia Board of Regents, including Governor RONALD REAGAN, 
met at Los Angeles, California. Among other things the 
Regents passed a motion by University of California 
President CHARLES J. HITCH which limited guest lectures 
with university approved credentials to one appearance at 
any University of California campus. The Regents thus 
ordered that CLEAVER was limited to one lecture on campus 
under this new ruling. 


The “Berkeley Daily Gazette", a Berkeley, Calif- 
Ornia newspaper, in its September 24, 1968 issue, carried 
an artiele captioned, "Students Defy Regents, Plan 10 Cleaver 
Lectures". This article stated in part that CLEAVER would 
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give 10 lectures in the controversial course Social 
Analysis 139X,off campus if necessary, according to 
announcement by student leaders at University of Calif- 
ornia at Berkeley, 


The controversy continued with CLEAVER delivering 
at least two lectures at the college for which no credit 
was given. | 


The Subject delivered a press release at the Alameda 
County Jail on August 106, 1968. It was taped and being 
<cransported to Cuba by three Black Panthers who were 
stopped in Mexico. In his release, he made the following 
statements: . | 


"The great Source of strength in our struggle 
nere is the struggie of the oppressed people everywhere. 
The struggle of Cuban people, guerrillas in Latin America, 
Asia and Africa is sapping the strength of the imperialist 
by stretching out the supply lines and grindingaway at | 
the morale of the people which has proven their inability | 
to wage these types of wars. They are panicking because 
they realize when their own slaves pick up guns against 
them, the show is just about over ... There is no distinct- 
ion between revolutionary forces in this country and those 
outside the country. We are all working in*harmony. 


"In my capacity as Minister of Information of the 
BPP, I am concerned about connecting our news disseminating 
apparatus with news disseminating apparatus of revolutionary 
country so we can have news which hasn't filtered through 
the hands of imperialistic pigs ... We feel it is an honor 
to participate in the final destruction of this capitalistic 
imperialistic system, and for my Cuban brothers and sisters, 
we are with you and will continue and add other elements 
to our strength and there is nothing that can stop the 
revolutionary march of the people for total liberation." 
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The Subject was a featured speaker on a panel 
on racism held in the afternoon of September 26, 1968 
at Campus Hall, University of California at Irvine, Calif- 
Ornia. The auditorium was filled to capacity with 
approximately 2000 people. ‘The Subject's statements were 
-provacative and interspersed throughout: with filthy and 
obscene language. He used particularly' vulgar terms when- 
ever he referred to President JOHNSON and Governor RONALD 
REAGAN. During the course of his talk, he issued a challenge 
to Governor REAGAN to a dual. Referring to a report of 
the Presidential Committee on racial rioting, the Subject 
Stated that the committee was wrong and was iying when 
they reported that over one-half of the blacks favor racial 
integration. He further stated, "The Black Panther Party 
can use guns. When we get in action we will not use sticks 
and stones. I say to the brother, get some guns and hide 
them good. The Black Panthers will have guns. In fact, it 
is our ambition to even have some hydrogen bombs... They 
say the Black Panthers are suicidal. We say we can't lose. 
Lay waste to this coumtry. Cripple this country. Get 
foreign enemies against this country who will come in and 
destroy it, then they will pick the gold out of LBJ‘'s teeth." 
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The Subject spoke at Sacramento State College in 
a symposium on racism in America on October 2, 1968 before 
approximately 7000 people who gathered in the football 
stadium.at Sacramento State College. He started his speech 
by saying he wanted to thank "Mickey Mouse” REAGAN, “big 
mama"“UNRUH, and “Donald Duck" RAFFERTY for allowing him to 
come to Sacramento, the "pig pen". He calied Governor © 
REAGAN a punk, a sissy and a coward and challenged him to 
death with any weapon REAGAN desired, including a marshmellow. 
Throughout his speech and with regard to state and government 
leaders, he used four-letter obscenities. He stated that 
the bullet which killed MARTIN LUTHER KING ended non-violence. 
He said that the people are willing to accept authority but 
that the pigs and power structure mis-used it and that if 
it were not for the pigs, guns, sticks and mace, the laws 
could not be enforced. The Subject stated that in the event. 
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RICHARD NIXON won the presidential election in November, 

that "it is always reserved to the people to have another 
Boston Tea Party". He stated that if this implied anarchy, | 
that it was better to have ia than a system of oppression. 
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: The Subject spoke at Stanford University in Palo 
Alto, California on October 1, 1968. The occasion was a 
public lecture sponsored by Stanford's Committee’ for New 
Democratic Politics", a volunteer organization of EUGENE 
MC CARTHY and ROBERT KENNEDY Supporters. The following 
statements are taken from a transcript of Subject's speech: 


, “.,eBlack people throughout this country have 

turned away from the Bootlicking leader at ... They are 
turning to the streets, they are talking about a Boston Tea 
Party right here in Babylon, right here in California ... 
They are saying that they have had enough, that we will 

no. longer take it, that you are dreaded up with death, 

you are dreaded up with genocide so that we see no alternative 
but to organize ourselves to get into a position to take 
white people with us if we have to go. We say that if there 
is going to be massive death for black people, then the best 
that we can do is to get into a position so that it be 
massive death for white people. Let us get into a position 
of ... Lnhabiting core of the industrial system ... s0 

that if our enemies move against us to destroy us and 
destruction looms ominously on the horizon for us, let us 

be in a position to lay waste. Let us be in a position — 

to disrupt the electronic system so that the military machine 
cannot function so that the enemies of America could come 

in here and pick the gold out of the teeth of the Babylonians... 
They say that people get the rulers that they deserve 

and I be damned if I deserve RONALD REAGAN. I certainly 
don't deserve MAX RAFFERTY (California State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction), none of us deserve RICHARD NIXON, 
see. Do we deserve Mealy Mouse, do we deserve a Mealy Mouse 
vagilating coward like HUBERT HUMPHREY? And do we deserve 
GEORGE WALLACE? Well we got them, dig it? Now what you 
going to do about that? ... 
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",..¥ou have pigs who have been (obscene) on the 
constitution and (obscene} in the face of the people and 
Say that they are going to run this thing the way they want — 
to run it whether you like it or not. So in response to 
that, there can be no adequate response except revolution- 
ary movement that can unite the people who had been ruled 
out. Unit® them, arm them with every tool of every revolution: 
in history, from everything from the pencil and paper to | 
the gun. Because our adversaries have everything from 
pencil] and paper to the gun beyond the gun to hydrogen bombs 
and we either have to face that, put our heade underground, 
up in the clouds and avoid that or we are going to have to 
do something about it ... I know that I don't feel good 
paying taxes because I recognize that the tax system in this 
country is nothing but a fund-raising device for the pigs 
of the power structure and — don't relate to paying for 
my Own destruction. I said I was going to give my taxes 
to JOAN BAEZ and tell her to do what she wants. ...But 
Tay wife said, *°No don’t do that, give it to the HUEY 
P, NEWTON defense fund, * and that makes sense so I'm going 
to do that." : 3 
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7 A summary of information regarding the BPP appeared 
in "El Mundo" , a Havana, Cuba newspaper,on October 4, 1968. 
This newspaper operates under the complete control and 
direction of the Communist Party (CP) of Cuba. In this in- 
formation appeared an interview with the Subject. It reads 
in part as follows: 


"We still have certain legal ways to escape and 
that is what we'ra exploring at the moment. However, once 
these legal avenues have been exhausted, our only remedy will 
be to use revolutionary methods. At this time we will 
have the backing of the people who have remained at our 
Side during this entire process and if the imperialists 
and the racists refuse us justice, the people will understand 
our actions and will support them. We have passed the point 
where it makes sense to call on the courts to respect our 
rights because there are racists in the courts who refuse us 
justice and they do this without thinking that the eyes of 
the world are on them. They are shameless about rejecting 
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public opinion. So, we are at the point of abandoning legal 
methods, i.e., calling on the courts. We feel that legal 
avenues have just about been exhausted and the movement has 
come to convert the streets of the U.S. into a Sierra Maestra.!! 
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On October 25, 1968, Captain[ sd, Santa 
Clara Police Department, Santa Clara, California, advised 
that Subject spoke at Santa Clara University on October 9, 
1968, to approximately 2500 individuals. The occasion was 
a symposium on "Black America: Evolution or Revolution" 
sponsored by this Catholic University. His speech was very 
obscene and he used obscenities in attacking presidential 
candidates RICHARD NIXON, HUBERT HUMPHREY and GEORGE WALLACE. 





Subject spoke at the Poetry Center at San Francisco 
State College, San Francisco, California, on October 9, 1968. 
He had been originally invited to the Poetry Center to 
read from his book, “Soul on Ice." The following were . 
remarks extracted from a transcript made of he speech he 
delivered: | 


"Our job, the task of our generation, is toa see 
to it that the pigs of the power structure are drug down ... 
and that the war machine is stopped and that this decrepit 
corrupt capitalistic system is tossed into the gas chamber, 
into the garbage cans of history ... 


"We have talked about we are going to free HUEY. 
We says we going to free HUEY and we got to have the spirit 
that says to the pigs of the power structure that you are 
going to let HUEY come out of there or we are going to _ 
come in there and get him. Right? With guns and you can't 
stop us and we know you can't stop us because the people 
of the world are against you and when we move.against you, 
they are going to move against us," 
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The Subject spoke on the campus of Iona College, 
North Avenue, New Rochelle, New York, at the invitation of 
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a college group called the Uhurhu Society on October il, 
1968, He was scheduled to speak at 4:00 P.M. but did not 
arrive until 5:00 P.M. and started speaking at 5:20 P.M. 
He made a few rambling and disjoint . remarks, decrying 
the power structure which controls the lives of people, 
and stated that the power was in the hands of the "pigs". 
He pointed out that the BPP stood for principal and did 
not let anyone drive over them. He stated that it was 
necessary to correct the situation when avaricious 
businessmen and demagogic politicians control the lives 

of the people. He stated that the black people in America 
will secure their rights and will do so by any means 
necessary. He urged the formation of a BPP chapter at 
Iona College and stated that there should also be a group 
formed by the whites as friends of the BPP. He stated that 
there are forces trying to build communications between the 
proper groups, citing the:fact-that the PFP had nominated 
him as their candidate, He continued, stating that no one 
had to submit to oppressions of this system, that no one 
had to submit to the pigs who are protecting the rights of 
the avaricious businessmen, demagogic politicians who 
murder and brutalize the people, and that the strong arm 
tools of the power structure were the local police. | 


Special Agent of

The Subject spoke at California Hall in San Francisco 
on November 21, 1968. The occasion was a rally sponsored 
to collect funds to provide for the Subject's legal defense. 
During the Subject's speech in recalling his crimes against 
society, he said that he had paid for them and now the racists 
wanted to send him back to prison because of his political 
views. He stated he did not leave anything at San Quentin 
Prison except some of his mind and some of his soul, and that 
there was nothing there that he wanted and that anything 
further that “they” wanted from him now “they” would have to 
come to #ake.

An authorized complaint was filed on December 106, 
1968 before United States Commissioner RICHARD S. GOLDSMITH 
at San Francisco, California, charging the Subject with 
violation of Title 18, Section 1073, United States Code 
(Unlawful Flight to Avoid Confinement - Parole Violation, 
Assault with Intent to Commit Murder, Assault with Intent 
to Commit Rape, Assault with a Deadly Weapon). This complaint 
was filed after the Subject failed to turn himself in to the 
California Department of Corrections as ordered on November 
27, 1968, thereby being in violation of his parole, and after 
the San Francisco Office of the California Attogney General's 
Office requested assistance of the FBI in locating and appre- 
hending the Subject whom they had reason to believe had fled 
the State of California. 
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BLACK PANTHER PARTY, aka 
Black Panther Party for 
self Defense 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. 
It was organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman, and 
Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton is presently 
serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of mans laughter 
in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the volice who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. | 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray , 
~ which ends with the following: . 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revoit everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
ene Black Power. Use the gun. Kiid the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing, 
in the October §, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, Wwe will not dissent from American Government. 


We will overthrow Tt?" 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's 
Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that “political 
power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 


The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have 
heen established at various locations throughout the United 


States. 
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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 
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A source has advised that the Students For A 
Democratic Society (SDS), as it is known today, came into 
being at a founding convention held at Port Huron, Michigan, 
in June, 1962, From an initial ideological posture of 
"participatory democracy," the current line of the national 
leadership reveals an adherence to Marxism-Leninism. MICHAEL 
KLONSKY, National Seeretary, in March, 1969, called for the 
bullding of a revolutionary Marxist-Leninist movement. The 
program of SDS has moved from involvement In clvil rights 
struggles to an anti-Vietnam war position and finally to 
its present advocacy of an anti-imperialist line, Linking 
up the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa, and Latin America 
With the black liberation movement in the United States. 
China, Vietnam, and Cuba are regarded as countries which 
are leading the world-wide struggles against United States 
imperialism. On the other hand, SDS regards the Soviet Union 
as an imperialist power and does not support the policies of 
that country. | 





SPS maintains a National Office in Room 206, 1608 
West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. Its official paper 
"New Left Notes" reflects the line of the national leadership 
and program adopted at meetings of the National Council and 
National Interim Committee (NIC). Three national officers and 
a Nic of eleven members are elected each year during a June 
National Convention.

Today SNCC identifies itself as an organization in the 
revolutionary vanguard. It advocates that to be successful, it

According to SNCC the year 1967 marked a historic 
milestone in the struggle for the liberation of black people 
in the United States and the vear that revolutionaries through- 
out the world began to understand more fully the impact of the 
biack movement. SNCC declared that "liberation will come only 
when there is final destruction of this mad octopus--~the 
capitalistic system of the United States with all its life- 
sucking tentacles of exploitation and racism that choke the 
people of Africa, Asia, and Latin America. The realities of 
black life, together with the recognition instilled in SNCC 
workers forced its members to further popularize the legitimacy 
of self-defense and rebellions when oppression became too great.” 


From May, 1966, until May, 1967, STOKELY CARMICHAEL 
was National Chairman of SNCC. As of July, 1968, CARMICHAEL 
resided in Washington, D. C., where he was affiliated with SNCC 
and active as temporary chairman of a black coalition group. In 
May, 1967, CARMICHAEL was replaced by HUBERT GEROID BROWN, 
commoniy known as H. RAP BROWN, who served.until June, 1968. 


In June, 1968, at the Staff and Central Committee 
meeting of SNCC held in Atlanta, Georgia, it was decided to 
restructure the organization by equalization of responsibility. 
by creating ten deputy or vice chairmanships. The primary 
purpose for this change is to take law enforcement pressure 
off any single individual.

According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, polities, and the destiny of the black community. 
It was organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman , and 
Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. ‘Newton is presently 
serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of mans a aa 
in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


z The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
furthefidescribes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 


to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains : 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray, 
which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth | 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5,.1968, edition of "The Black Panther” is the 
statement, eS we will “not dissent from American Government.

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's 
Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that- “potserce 
power euGre out of the barrel of a gun.” 


The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have 
been established at various locations throughout the United 
states. 
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STUDENT NONVIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEL 


The Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), 
headauartered at 360-362 Nelson Street, S. W., Atlanta, Georria, 
is a non-membership organization, which was born out of the 
sit-in movement that erupted across the South beginning in 1960. 


Today SNCC identifies itself as an oreanization in the 
revolutionary vanguard. It advocates that to be successful, it 
is necessary to develop a revolutionary ideology and revolutionary 
program. | 


According to SNCC the year 1967 marked a histeric 
milestone in the struggie for the liberation of black people 
in the United States and the vear that revolutionaries through- 
out the world beran to understand more fully the impact of the 
black movement. SNCC declared that “liberation will come only 
when there is final destruction of this mad octopus-—-the 
capitalistic system of the United States with all its life- 
sucking tentacles of exploitation and racism that choke the 
people of Africa, Asia, and Latin America. The realities of 
black life, together with the recognition instilied in SNCC 
workers forced its members to further popularize the legitimacy 
of self-defense and rebellions when oppression became too great." 


From May, 1966, until May, 1967, STOKELY CARMICHAEL 
was National Chairman of SNCC. As of July, 1968, CARMICHAEL 
resided in Washington, D. C., where he was affiliated with SNCC 
and active as temporary chairman of a black coalition group. In 
May, 1967, CARMICHAEL was replaced by HUBERT GEROID BROWN, 
commoniy known as H. RAP BROWN, who served until June, 1968. 


In June, 1968, at the Staff and Central Committee 
meeting of SNCC held in Atlanta, Georgia, it was decided to 
restructure the organization by equalization of responsibility 
by creating ten deputy or vice chairmanships.

STOKELY CARMICHAEL

On Monday evening, September 29, 1969, Television 
Station WETA, (Channel 26, URF), Washingtom, D. C., broadcast 
& program entitled "Blaek Journal." The pregram was described 
as: “Interwiewa. 1 Hour, Exelusive interviews with Eldridge 
Cleaver and Stokely Carmichael in a visit to the first Pan 
African Cultural Festival in Algeria." 


Introductory remarks by the armouncer noted that on 
July 24, 1969, 4,000 participants from 24 African countries 
and representatives of Black and Third Werld organizations met 
in Algters for the festival. Me said it was designed to pro- 
note greater cooperation in the struggle fer econemic and 
political liberation of the many African nations still under 
the pressures of colonieliam; that it was also an attempt to 
eliminate the centuries old rancor between many Arabs and 
blacks; that although the event was mainly political, a great 
cultural showing was also in evidence. The announcer said 
that a statement by President Houari Bownedienme, President of 
Algeria, at one of the opening mestings, quoting him as 
saying, “Culture is a weapon in our struggle fer liberation," 


Reginaid Wilson epened the program by stating that 
part of the festival which seems exciting to him as a 
historian is seeing the things which coneretize what he krew 
academically, thet is, the experiences of Africans, Africans 
in America, on the continent, Africans wherever they are, 
sharing in the seme cultural experiences, sharing in ail their 
traditions, their life styles, their musteal culture, even 
their bases fer religion; and seeing the experiences of a11 
Africans sharing their common cultural heritage.

The interviews of Eidridge Cleaver and Stokely 
Carmichael on the program were separate. Cleaver appeared on 
the program before Carmichael, and his remarks pertained to 
Black Panther Party (BPP) policy, and will be set out later 
in this menorandun, 


The progrem announcer stated that Stokely Carmichael 
was in Algiers for the festival, and it was anneunced that he 
was working as a secretary for Kwame Nkrumah, the former 
Prenier of Ghana. Carmichael was asked if the problems oe 
Africans are the same as the problems of Afro-Americans, 
he replied: 


"The struggle in the States is no different than any 
place else where the black man is fighting the common oppressor. 
The fight 12 on two fronts, it is against racism and capitalian. 
I do not see if one gets rid of capitaliom one automatically 
gets rid of racism. I cannot agree with that ideology. 1 
think capitalism and raciam are two different entities unteé 
themselves, and we must wage relentless struggle against both. 

I repeat, to get rid of capitalism does not necessarily mean 
that you get rid of racism. You can still heve raciem, and as 
black people we ought to know that better than anyone else. 


"I gee thet all of the movement we have been building 
up in terms of black nationalism leads us concretely to fPan- 
Africanism, straight to Pan-Africanism, Marcus Garvey went 
to Africa--there are those who claim he was a fanatic, that he 
was not; DuBois, who criticized Garvey, came back to Africa; 
it was he who came back to advise Kware Nkrumesh. iven George 
Padmore, this blaek man from the West Indies, this man who 
was on the Centrel Committee of the Comintern, and who served 
under Stalin in the 1930's in Russia, left Russia and went to 
Africa--he has a fentastic book on ‘Pan-African or Conmmmisn,’ 
You will find that C. L. R. James, a great Marxist, was at 
the last black Power Ccnference in Bermuda, Pan-Africanism,

it ts clear now that the only position for the black man is 
Pan-Africanism, That is ay position. 


"We need a base--a land base. Brother Malcoim X said 
in the final analysis ail revolutions are based en Land, Ve 
need land, and it seems to me that the best place at this point, 
and the quiekest place, is Africa. I'm not denying that we may 
not be able to seize land im the United States--that may be a 
possibility, but I don’t see it clearly in my mind at this 
time. But if we need land, and we need land fmmediately, we 
must look for the quickest place that we can seize it, I think 
the quickest plaee we can seize it is Africa, so that we can 
get a land base--one that belongs to the black man, so that we 
won't have to be runing all over, so we can at least say this 
one belongs to us. We can begin to experiment with it and we 
can begin to develop and see what the concrete tasks of nation 
building, what they are, what we will need. If think particu- 
larly, that the best country of Africa now for us to talk about 
taking is Ghana, to bring back Dr, Kwame Nkrumah to Ghana. 

What we say--we should bring back Dr. Nkrumah for «2 number of 
Teasons. I weuld be the last to deny he made mistakes, He 
was the first to talk about Pan-Africanism in concrete terns, 
and he demonstrated his willingness to fight. He sent his 
troops to the Cengo; he mobilized his troops te wove to Zambia 
against Zimbabwe when Ian Smith broke with them. He trained 
many guerrillas; he was the first to get Lumumba to bring hin 
to Ghana, to give him the money to train him, to train his men, 
and to send him back, He gave his country as an open base for 
every African freedom liberation movement. All of them had 
training camps, were given everything they needed. He trained 
his youth with the concept of Pan-Africaniem, Ke was the first 
to start the Organization of African Unity (QAD). It was 

Dr. Kwame Nkrumah who started the OAU--no one else, but of 
course, now today he's co-opted, et cetera, et cetera (sic). 
But he was the first, For example, he had nationalized all of 
the products in Ghana; as soon as he was overthrown, the

Asanti (7) gold fields (7) were sold back to the white interests 
in America and in Britain, especially Britain, All of the 
products, all of the nationalized government goods are now sold 
back to foreign interests--America, Europe, Britain, America 
especially; so it’s clear that the ones who are now keeping 
Nkrumah, are the ones who put him out. We might even need some 
brothers to come end help fight for Ghana, which, I think, will 
be good to demonstrate our willingness to fight for our people, 
wherever they are oppressed--wherever they are suppressed. I 
think that will be good because people do this all the time. 

The Americans did it in the Spanish Civil War. Others did it 
in the 1967 war in the Middle East. If the forees begin to 
develop quickly in Ghana, then there is the chance of America 
or Britain might invade, We need to be able to stop the hand 
of America or Britain from invading, so that if the brothers 
are now moving in the United States, to say to America: If you 
step into a fight in Ghana, then your cities are really going 
to be burned down into something completely (preceding three 
words indistinet), at least, we'll be able to stay the hand of 
America, the same thing we're beginning to do now in Britain...."

As to the interview of Eldridge Cleawer and the policy 
of the Black Panther Party (BPP) (characterized in the Appendix, 
hereto), the announcer stated that the Afro-American Center at 
the festival was established by the BPP to serve as an infor- 
mation center and as a gathering place for fastival perticipants 
interested in the BPP movement. The announcer stated that 
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visitors to the Center were struck by the revolutionary posters 
by artist Emory Douglas, whose dramatic illustrationg under~ 
score the editorial policy of the BPP newspaper. Douglas, in 
explaining BPP policy, stated: ‘The BPP feels that the only 
culture worth keeping is the revolutionary culture. BPP 
culture must be subordinated to your policy. We think the 

only way to free Afro-Americang is not to think only of Afro- 
Americans, but of all Africans, and all of suffering mmanity. 
Therefore, our culture starts with trying te find ways of 
stopping the indecent housing, trying to find a better education, 
and te wake the slogan ‘All Power To The People’ begume 2 
reality. We understand that if you are to have a evolutionary 
culture, that you must have guns to back that up; that is why 
the APP says the guns belong in the hands of the people instead 
of in the hands of the few who are oppressing us.” 


The announcer stated that Eldridge Cleaver, the BPP 
Minister of Information, was at the festival as a guest of the 
Algerian goverment; that the Afro-Ameriean Center decided to 
hold open meetings in order to communicate to more people. He 
seid that Cleaver at the Center answered questions from 
Algerians and black African activists that eften struck deep 
at the roots of existing black revolutionary attempts to 
change American society as it affects Afro-Americans in this 
country.

I toid him that I abhor violence and that I wuld always say 
something about that. So if any pig is here who intends to 
inform that other pig who calls himself my parole officer 

tell him that I said he's a pig. Just tell him that. Its 
getting very difficult these days to deal with this whole rev- 
Olutionary situation. Now we already have morelaws on the books 
than they really need, but they're considering passing other 
laws. Dees anybody know what the situation is? Doe you know 
what we can do and what we can't do or what we can say and 
what we can't say? I don't know that anymore, and I don't have 
enough time to go and research all the laws. So I'm in the 
position that the only thing I can say about that is f-=- it. 
F--- that. Because it seems to me that there is some type of 
fame gOing on. If the people in a country don!t know what the 
jaw is and if the pigs of the power structure are the only ones » 
that know what's going on, and sometimes I wonder if they know 
what they're doing. I don't think that they do. I don't think 
that they reaily understand what they're doing. I think that 
they are so hungup on maintaining their positions, maintaining 
the power of the Democratic Pig Party, of the Republican Pig 
Party, they are so hungup on that, that all that they can see 
when they look around is what's the next best move to make for 
the party. They put the interest of the party above the welfare 
of the people . So check in that situation now I'm coming to 
that conclusion. We take the position that the only way that +s. 
the people can deal with this is take it in the street. The hae 
Aslature, the Congress and even the courts of this country have 
become non-functional for the people. The way the things have 
been going in this country, the worlds on the brink. But it's 
been on the brink: Some of you I can see there, what eighteen, 
‘nineteen, twenty years old. You've lived in this climte ail 
your life. You don't even talk about. the bombs anymere. People 
have gotten tired of talking about the hydrogen bombs that are 
hanging over the head of the world. There is no point talking 
about it anymore.

Why we should stop oppressing 
people. Why we should do a whole lot of things, and as the 
gentleman here was saying that one of the most. :potent political 
phenomenon in the country today is the growth of political forces 
embodied in the little simple pig from Alaban®, GEORGIE BOY WALLACE. 
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This is a reality. This is a reality. And I think that the 
reason WALLACE is able to go around and to gain people to 
Support his banner is because the people in this country are 
confused. I believe that the basic cause of all the s--- 

that is going ‘on in this country, the basic reason. that it's so 
difficult to really do something about it, is because the people 
are confused. . They are fed lies from the highest level. You 

- heard about the. eredibiiity gap. I mean the Democrats started 
talking about the credibility gap.. They accused their standard 
bearers, the president of this country, of being unreliable 
when it comes to telling the people what's going on. In fact 
‘when his cabinet ministers, his cabinet officers, issue out | 
statements, we are told that we can't really beltleve what those 
statements say. That because there are a lot ofpeople in this 


. audience who have. been active in various incidents, demonstra- 





tions, what have you, that they have had occasion to read about 
that in the néwspapers and to watch it on television, here it 
on the radio, it seems as though they read about and observed 
on the TV. something that happened someplace eise. That what's 
being reported in fact had nothing to do with what really went 
on. So that it is no wonder that the people who have been de- © 
iuged with this type of mis~information for all their lies and 
realiy for all of their history, it's no wonder that they don't 
know what's going on and that when some articulate pig comes — 
aliong and tells them that the only way to selve this problem is 
to lick all the Niggers. That beacause he's been a judge. Be- 
cause he's been the governor. Because he's been anointed by 
some crazy preacher or some priest. Because he can go to the 
White House. Because he's in the White House. Because of ali 
of these things, I..mean there's a limit, there's a limit to how 
people can see through all this. You know you don't have time 
to analyize all this and there's a tendency to throw up beth 
hands and just go aiong with the situation. Well, 4nfer-..~- 
mation is the raw mterial for’ new ideas. if we get mis-in~ 
formation, we're golng to get some brand new funny ideas. And 
that's the basic problem. That we have to create imges, . 
mchinery, that. we have to devdlop people whe when they taik 

or when they write, people can have some trust in what they say . 
And I don'te-that it's too hard to have the attitude that GEORGE 
WASHINGTON was said to have had about that cherry tree. Be- . 
cause we are dealing with something that's much more fundamental 
then a Ged.dam Cherry tree. We're dealing, were dealing with 
the continued existence of people on the face of this planet 
earth. Because the lies that have led to more lies to cover up

the other lies have grown so high that many people don't even 
know that they're lying when they run down those lies. Se 
‘that we say that it's time to begin anew. That it's time to 
step going along with rhetoric and bull s--~ that you cannot 
endorse. And this is very fundamental in terms of the coali- 
tion that the Black Panther Party has made with the Peace of 
Freedom Party.. And I get to shoot a shot at her because she 
said that before HUBY NEWTON was arrested there was no cause 
or commiunicatt ons. between. blacks and white, Black Panther | 
Party and Peace of Freedom Party. I think that 2 correct state- 
ment of that is that we did not recognize that there was a need 
for that. AndJit was only when they had HUEY on death row in . 
Alameda County where they had indicted him for first degree 
murder and where we knew that they wanted to put him in the gas 
chamber that we had to make a retreat. We had to go inside closed 
deors and say hew we gonna’ deal with this. Because if there was 
one thing that we knew, we knew that we would not beable to 
observe the process of those pigs. Those murderous pigs of 
Oakland whom we knew out on the streets. Who we know how they 
are. That we could not allow them to get away with putting 
HUEY NEWTON in the gas chamber. So how are we going to deal 
with this? Jt involved examining where we are, where we were, 
where we wanted to go, where we were willing to go and who were — 
willing to work and we had to look at that in terms of the pro- 
gram of the party, the ideology of the party. And there was — 
nothing there that precluded a working alliance, a coalition with 
white people. And we began to understand that with the assump- 
tion of the chairmanship of SNCC by Brother STOKIBY.: CARMICHAEL, 
a very crucial turning point in the history of the Black liber- — 
ation struggle had been reached. That Black people were mov- 
ing to assume control of black organizations. The rhetoric 
that was developed out of this necessity. The rhetoric was 
justified. Of course, that had to be explained. There was a 
let ef white people who were in contrel of black organizations, 
that were: in control of certain policy mking positions and black. 
so that something had to be said to justify that. Because a lot 
of them didn't understand, I believe in brotherhood, I believe 
in integration I've been out there on the picket lines, I've 
sacraficed for all these years and now you're going to kick me 
out. A lot of people thought that that was chicken s---. 
let of people thought that it was like fundamentally wrong but 
' STOKLEY said very serious, and we have to remind him of this 
once in a while, that white people, white people should go and 
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and organize in the white community and black people organize 

in the biack community and whenthe white people develop 
something that's functional then we can have a coalition with . 
‘them, a coalition, a specific coalition for specific purposes. 
Se we have read STOKLEY's speeches. We have heard him speak. 

We have read his book, and so we quete that to him sometimes 

and we use that in explaining and justifying the way that we 
were moving. A speaker comes up and says Babylon, Babylon, and 
it's so apt because it's failing. it's falling. It's sinking. 
We're sinking. We're sinking with it. It's tearing us down by 
a. dead wa@ight. By lies, by hypocracy,. and by the weight of the 
_bloed of the people of the world. Waging a war in your name. 
Even trying to wage this war in my name. It's a democratic war 
participated in by the peace-loving American people... We are | 
people who support the underdogs. And it ils just recently that 
we have been able to understand that America is the dog that — 
is keeping the other little dog dewn. So we say that we recog-~ 
nize that freedom is indivisible. That because lt was necessary 
for them to impose a curfew in Berkeley, that the white people 
there are involved, we are involved, everybody in this country 
is involved and as I heard her say one day, She's attributed it 
as a quote te someone. I don't remember. That if you are not | 
part. of the solution you are a part of the problem. And so we 
say we would rather have more people and we would rather be @ 
part ef the selution. and not any part of the problem. So I'm 
stumping for the coalition, I'm stumping for a widening of the 
coalition, I'm stumping for people to support the petition cam- 
paign of the Peace of Freedom Party, and I'm stumping for people 
te have a little self respect because that's all it's about. 
That's all human dignity is about. Is about individuals. It's. 
about all of us but it's alse about one's own self respect to 
allow racist pigs in the power structure to s--- on the rest of 
humanity in our name.

Which means you've done the right thing, but you 
better know what you've done because we do have enough time. 

They haven't programmed te accept the genacide of black people 

in this country. So we're taking advantage of that time and 
we're gonna organize the Black Panther Party ail the way acress 
this country. We are gonna develop a coalition all the way acress 
this country. We are gonna build the Peace of Freedom Party and 
the Black Panther Party here in Syracuse and if the Chief of Fo- 
lice and the Mayor here don't like it, they can go to hell or wait 


to be sent there. That's what it's all about. HUBY NEWTON says | 
‘that. the spirit of the people is greater than the Manis tech- 


nology and ‘we believe that people are still people. They have 
just been put off into different bags and that it's possibile to 
break out of all bags. it is pessible to liberate the people . 
of America and to pulld a new world.. They like to make us think 
that nothing can be done. That this is a gloomy situation. No- . 
thing can be done, trust in. your President. They llke for us to 
belleve that the war in Vietnam cannet be stopped, that it's 
complicated and we gotta negotiate but the Nerth Vietnamese 

wont talk: sense. But that war can be stopped right now. If 
that pig whe sits in my seat in the White House. He had no- 
thing to do but pick up one of the telephenes and say, Say 
brother pig in the Pentagon, send out this order. Withdraw 

the pigs from the Vietnamese community and iet the Vietnamese 
people reconstruct the damage that we have done. That's all that 


mother f----- Brgot to say. That's all he's gotta say he a lying 


when he says anything else. That's right. He's lying. Listen: 
Hello evil decrepit New Yorker, AVERILL 'RATLROAD' HARRIMAN. 
He's a lying pig when he comes out of- that place where they 
negotiate every day and say, Well they just won't taik right. 
He's lying, he's lying, he's lying with 4 straight face, he's 


‘lying leoking the camera straight in the face. He could look 
you in the eyes and Mie. He could look his mm in the eyes 


and lie. But anytime i hearvhim talk I hear him say oink.

Not a bac 
idea. really.” said Cleaver, 
over his own jarge bill. The charges 
included numerous transatlantic tele- 
phone calls to his San Francisco law- 
yer and to Black Panther Party head- 
quarters, with whom Cleaver remains 
in constant contact. 

One day Cleaver reached the over- 
seas telephone operater in New York 
and facetiously told her to let J. Edgar 
know that he was calling. 

“J. Edgar who?” she asked. 

“J. Edgar Hoover, Adolf Hoover. 
the chiei of ihe Gestapo,” he said. 
“TY never heard of hint” 
“Ts he a little fat man?” 

“Do you know J. Edgar is probably 
listeniny te this call?” he asked.

And not all of the attention is hospit- 
able. The Black Panthers of Algiers have 
learned, to their dismay, that racism is 
by no means exclusively an Americar: in- 
stitution. They also encountered it, and 
were deeply angered by it, in Cuba, 
Hation which they refer to scornfully as 
“the Rock.” , 

One of the three, Clinton Rahim 
Smith, who with Byron Muezi Booth 
escaped from California's mode! Chino 
Prison last year and hijacked a plane to 
Havana, complained of spending most 
of his time on the Rock doing foreed 
labor in one of Fidel Castro’s state farms. 
Like Eldridge, he found racism against 
blacks a common thing in Cuban socitty, 
where only about 25 to 30 percent of che

One day I was sitting with Rahim in 
the lobby of the Cornovailles Hatei, a 
second-rank hostelry catcring mostly to 
Algerians, when he sent out for 4 sand- 
wich and a Coke. He was hungry and the 
hore] had no dining room. Fhe third hi- 
yacker, Amiri Akili, who says he departed 
the United States with his wife Gwen in 
temporary command of a domestic air- 
liner, in September, 1968, joined us as 
Rahim began eating. He had hardly swal- 
lowed the first bite when the hotel man- 
ager scorntully ardered us- out of the 
hotel. 

“Racist, pig, bourgeois bastard,” said 
the six-foot, two-inch Akili, towering over 
the dimunitive hotel manager, “He's has- 
seling us because we're the only black 
people here, not because you’re eating in 
the lobby, Rahim.” 

It looked to me as tf Akih was right. 
Just a few minutes before, a group of 
white Europeans had éaten at a nearby 


cluster of chairs and tables in the lobby 
and the same manager had smiled indul- 
gently. We left the hotel and Rahtm fin- 
ished his lunch at a run-down café across 
the street, where the proprietor was only 
too happy to see.a take-in meal, provided 
we bought some beer to go with it. 

Cleaver himself is oblivious to such 
concerns, possibly because with Rahis, 
Byron and Akili to take care of the on- 
erous chores of daily living, his main con- 
tacts with the Algerian people are on a 
diplomatic and official level. As Minister 
of Information of the Black Panther 
Party, he is recognized by Lhe governinent 
of Algeria as the legitimate representa 
tive of a bona fide “liberation” organi. 
zation, seriousiy bent on “freeing” the 
people of the United States from an “op. 
pressive” povernment. 

The Algerians, after successfully con- 
cluding their own revolution against 
Kranee seven years ago, eagerly encourage 


_almost every “liberation” group that asks 


for help, One of them is Al Fatah, the 


In cndorsing che brutal tactics and polli- 
aes of the Arab terrorists, he has thrown 
many of his New Left fotlowers in Amer- 
ica into a tizezy. When at the Cultural 
Festival he called “the Zionist regime” 
of Jsrael a “puppet and a pawn of the 
United States.” hundreds of young Tew- 
ish radicals in che United States were 
appalled. Some of them «lisnussed Cleavy- 
er’s remark as lip service to iis Arab hosts 
or as a momentary aberration. Many 
hoped that having damned Israel and 
embraced Al Fatah once, he would keep 
his mouth shut on the subject ane con- 
fine his remarks to radical goals in the 
United States. But Cleaver has no intéen- 
tion of shutting up. 

“] yacillate between saying nothing 
and sayurg too little. In between, I say 
too much,” he ruefully observed to tne. 
Then he went on to reassert his feelings 
ubout Israel and the Arabs aud his rea- 
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“They can’t teach me much about riot control. I’ve got eight kids.” 
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sons for focusing on what to many Amer- 
ican radicals, black. and white, and to 
almost all American Jews, seems just a 
step short of virulent anti-Semitism, 
“I’m talking about Zionism,” he said. 
“but T think that all Jews, parucularly 
in the United States, have a responsi- 
bility to understand what Ziontsm ts, 
what's actually happening in therr name. 

“We say that the problems of ihe Jesws 
cannot he solved by giving problems to 
the Arabs. The Arab people who lived 
there, the Palestinian people who were 
there and who constituted @ majority are 
calling for help.

Ramparts recently pub- 
lished two of his recent pieces, onc of 
them a commentary on Isis exile and the 
other an open letter to Stokely Carmi- 
chael whose violent antiwhite {¢eltngs 
are anathema to Cleaver. In style andl 
content, neither was much more than a 
hurried political tract. The slick radical 
magazine followed in the next tssue with 
the beginning of a partially completed 
autobiographical novella which Cleaver 
wrote while he was still in prison in 1966. 
The rhythm of the prose was command- 
ing, the style simple and bursting with 
power. To one whose admiration of 
Cleaver came through the strength of 
Soul on fice, also written in prison, the 
“contrast-was symptomatic of Cleayer's 


condition, He has lost power—both liter? | 


ary power and real power—as a result of 
his exile and his almost exclusive pre- 
occupation with Marxism. lf he remains 
in exile, a prospect which horrifies him, 
he will almost certainly fade away as an 
effective leader of the radical New Left. 


But he told me that he is determined 
to return to the United States and che 
manner of his return conjures up agather 
terrifying picture. 

“I will go back to Babylon at a time 
and in a way of my owt choosing,” he 
said. “The FBI won't find me. One of the 
lactics we are going to pursue, and it 
will be a very cilective tactic, is to create 
underground sanctuaries al} over the 
United States where people can flee.

According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, politics, and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by Bobby George Seale, 
BPP Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. 
Newton is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on 
a conviction of manslaughter in connection with the killing 
of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, ''The Black Panther', which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service”, 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged 
to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther"' issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George 
Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
émerica, revolt everwhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere, Dynamite! Black Power, Use the gun. Kill the 


pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article 
appearing in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black 
Panther’ is the statement, "...we will not dissent from 
American Government.

SF T-1 advised on June 29, 1970 that Leroy 
Eldridge Cleaver, BPP Minister of Information, who is in 
self imposed exile in Algeria, has indicated he is very 
displeased that he was not consulted by BPP leadership 
concerning developments immediately preceding the rally 
in support of the BPP at Washington, D.C., on June 19, 1970, 
and also because he did not receive a detailed report 
immediately following the rally. 


Cleaver has also inquired of BPP National Headquarters, 
Oakland, California, about some pamphlets written by Kim Il 
Sung, Premier of North Korea, which Cleaver sent to BPP 
National Headquarters for reprinting. It was determined that 
they were received at National Headquarters, but have not been 
reprinted as yet. 


BPP National Headquarters has also been advised 
that Cleaver hopes to begin printing a bulletin in Algeria 
soon, and he has requested that he be furnished more and 
better information and that he will also need better equipment. 
Source has no further information at this time concerning this 
proposed bulletin.

According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. 
It waS Organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman, and 
Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton is presently 
serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter 
in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service,’ 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and puerriila 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panth«..°-" 1ssue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Poteet eens George Mason Murray , 
which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black peonle, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only cuiture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October §, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 


We will overthrow it.” 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's 
Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that “political 
power grows out of the barrel of a gun."
